It Is easy to take a Yankee atti­ 
tude to ward the attitude o f So uth­ 
ern Whites and o v erlo o k the fact 
that “ jim ero w” is no t co mpletely 
dead in the No rth. 
Ov er the y ears of stru ggle which 
smoldered for almost IOO y ears and 
broke into flame in 1954, one marked 
facet has been the lack of v iolence 
which has taken liv es. 
We are not u naware of ly nchings 
which hav e occu rred and we hav e 
not forgotten that Negro and White 
blood has been sp illed. 
The amazing thing 
is that there 
has not been more. 


In terms o f the numbers In­ 
v o lv ed, the high pitch o f anticipa­ 
tio n o f the Negro es and the stub­ 
bo rn resistance o f So uthern co m­ 
munities, the v io lence has no t ap­ 
pro ached that o f any o ther 'rev ­ 
o lutio n’ we kno w abo ut. 


The closest p arallel is the Ghandi- 
led 
p assiv e 
resistance 
camp aign 
against the British which won In­ 
dia’s freedom. 
There is p erhap s a key here to 
u nderstanding the rev olu tion in the 
Sou th. Negroes hav e mov ed into their 
demonstrations with 
a religiou s fer­ 
v or. The mov ement has been closely 
tied to the religion of the Sou thern 
Negro which is a sort of p rimitiv e 
Christianity . 
Infu sed in this has been the p hilos­ 
op hy of Ghandi’s Hindu ism, in ac­ 
tion, if not in ideology . 
One can almo st hear the patho s 
o f slav e chants in the refrains they 
giv e v o ices to as they march thro ugh 
the cities in Dix ie. 
They carry in themselv es the 
same dedicatio n, tho se who go to 
battle with knife and gun, but 
their o nly weapo n is the weight 
o f their numbers. 
We hear cries that race tro ubles 
In the So uth make headlines aro und 
the wo rld which damage the image 
o f the United States. 
It seems to u s, these need not 
be as 
damaging, 
if the 
stories 
brou ght ou t that millions are in 
activ e rev olt against an ingrained 
way of life, and y et there hav e been 
no p itched battles. There has not 
been 
any 
gu errilla-ty p e 
activ ity . 
What liv es hav e been lost hav e come 
as a resu lt of the heat-of-a moment 
situ ation 
inv olv ing 
an 
indiv idu al, 
rather than a p lanned attack. 
The nearest we came to op en 
rev olt was the ill-fated Su nday night 
on the camp u s of Ole Miss last 
Sep tember and that cru mbled be­ 
fore it got started. 
In a word, in the y ears since 1954, 
we cou ld hav e ex p ected that blood 
wou ld ru n like a flood throu ghou t the 
Sou th, it has not. 


In place o f this we hav e been 
sho cked by pictures o f burned o r 
o therwise destro y ed auto s, po lice

The meeting of the President and 
Hie French dip lomat is the second 
high-lev el U.S.-French session in two 
months.

Cou v e de Mu rv ille flew here with 
Ru sk Friday from a meeting of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Cou ncil in Ot­ 
tawa. His v isit to the White Hou se 
inev itably stirred sp ecu lation abou t 
the p ossibility of an ev entu al meeting 
between Kennedy and De Gau lle. 
Administration officials strongly de­ 
nied, howev er, that any su ch U S. 
French su mmit conference is p lanned 
in connection with Kennedy ’s trip to 
Eu rop e nex t month. They also said 
there was no reason to believ e a 
Kennedy -De Gau lle meeting cou ld 
accomp lish any thing at this time. 
In sp ite of French differences with 
the United States and other NATO 
nations, the Ottawa session resu lted 
in agreement on creation of 
a dep u ­ 
ty to Gen. Ly man Lemnitzer, Su ­ 
p reme NATO Commander in Eu rop e, 
to handle nu clear weap ons strategy . 
NATO also accep ted the assignment 
to its military strength of a British 
nu clear-cap able V-bomber force and 


fu nds in fewer cou ntries to increase 
its effectiv eness. 
President Kennedy had asked for 
$4 9 billion for aid sp ending for the 
new fiscal y ear begmmnng Ju ly I— 
the same amou nt Congress ap p rop ri­ 
ated for this y ear. Bu t after receiv ­ 
ing the Clay rep ort. Kennedy v olu n­ 
tarily redu ced his req u est to $4 5 bil­ 
lion. 
In his Ap ril 25 testimony . Clay rec­ 
ommended a 
fu rther slash to $4 3 
billion, bu t withou t details of his 
testimony . 
Clay also said that $300 million of 
this wou ld be contingent on Latin- 
American cou ntries 
liv ing u p to 
agreements to q u alify for that mu ch 
aid u nder the Alliance for Progress. 
He said he did not believ e these

$20 Left 
Hav ing paid his rent, and bo ug ht 
his fo o d, the av erag e wo rker has two - 
thirds o f his wag es left, abo ut $20. 
What can he do with it? Here the 


picture is a little different. The g o o ds 
are there—clo thes, radio s, bicy cles, 
furniture—but the prices are no t so 
v ery different fro m tho se fo r the 
cheaper rang es o f similar g o o ds in 
the West. Ro ug hly speaking , he is in 
the po sitio n o f a man with the wag es 
o f 19 33 liv ing in the wo rld o f 19 6 3. 


He is decently dressed in his blue 
jacket and tro users, with a shirt— 
but nev er a tie—and a ro ll-necked 
pullo v er if it is co o l; a blue quilted 
co tto n jacket fo r co ld weather. But 
these are all the clo thes he has and 
they serv e him fo r feast day s, ho li­ 
day s, and wo rk day s. 
He has a radio , and a bicy cle—the 
streets are full o f bicy cles—but a 


camera o r a telev isio n set is a rare 
lux ury . 
He do cs no t ev en dream o f po ssess­ 
ing a car. 


Needs Leisure 
Befo re he needs a car, after all. 
he needs leisure; and Chang is no t 
y et v ery rich in this co mmo dity . He 
wo rks eig ht ho urs a day , six day s a 
week. A man is g iv en fo ur day s o ff 
a mo nth, a wo men six . They hav e 
two weeks’ ho liday a y ear, if they 
are lucky —so me hav e no ne—and this 
may be spent in v isiting relativ es. 
Their o wti children may be stay ing 
with g randparents, and be seen o nly 
o n rare o ccasio ns. In the spring , o ne 
o r two day s must be spent in v isiting 
the to mbs o f their ancesto rs, an an­ 
nual ho no r that mo st Chinese pay to 
the spirits o f the departed. 


The 
idea 
o f 
medical 
treatment 
av ailable to all, ideally fo r no thing , 
was a surprise to the Chinese we 
saw. If a wo rker has to see a do cto r 
o r g o to a ho spital, the Chinese to ld 
us pro udly , he g ets his treatment 
free; but his family o r dependents 
hav e to pay half the co st o f their 
treatment. This can be ro ug h.

Hurdle fo r Co ldwater 


As tim* passes, more and more talk is heard among Republican 
leaders that Sen. Barry Coldwater of Arizona might have a better 
chance to win the presidency in 19 61 than any other COP prospect. 
The argument, aidenth circulated for a long time by some of the 
senator's stoutest supporters, is simply that he could put together a 
victorv from a combination of southern, southwestern, western and 
midwestern states. 
This assumes Coldwater eovdd virtually sweep the 11-state Old 
South. Some observers of sourfhern politics, while conceding lik ely 
further gains to the Republicans next time out, question whether south­ 
erners generally are quite ready to abandon traditional Democratic 
lo> abies. 
Georgia and North Carolina are sometimes mentioned as states 
which might cling to the Democratic banner in ISM. 
It also is contended in some quarters that Alabama and Missis­ 
sippi. rather than give their electoral votes either lo President Ken­ 
ned) or Coldwater, might toss them to a third-party candidate or a 
particular choice of their own. MI of Mississippi's and part of Ala­ 
bam a's vote went that way in 1961). 
These doubts are not. however, the chief hurdle that pro-Gold- 
water strategists have to surmount in mak ing their case. 
Bv their reasoning, they say the senator could win the necessary 
27ft electoral votes with help from only two big industrial states—Ohio 
and Illinois. They practically gi\e Kennedy New York , Penns} lanvia, 
Michigan and California. 
Veterans of many political wars see this as a major flaw in argu­ 
ment. 
The GDP leaders In New York . Pennsylvania. Michigan and Cali­ 
fornia are not interested only in electing a president. They are hard 
bent to put across their full stale and local tick ets. 
Thus they find scant comfort in a contention that Coldwater might 
be a loser in their states but. no m atter, he will win elsewhere and 
tak e the big prize. They fear that a loser at the head cd their tick et 
may spell defeat all down the line. 
They are not interested in nominating somebody who might run 
first only in areas beyond their immediate and direct concern. 


PDC ATE I,LO IS FORSAKEN 
In all the fuss over Richard Nixon's move to New York , neither he 
nor anyone else seems to have mentioned his olive bees. 
They are planted on a hill near the beautiful home he has just 
given up In California. He had them brought (here from his native 
Whittier near Los Angeles and used to show them proudly lo visitors. 
But Nixon has found no continuing sustenance in staring at his 
olive trees. The E ast's sk yscrapers evidently have a more appealing 
look . 
The eastern woods are full of ex-politicians who, once exposed to 
that sight and all (he bustling importance that goes with It. never 
again find lasting comfort in gazing on their old home grounds. 
Years ago a magazine article summed it up: 
“ They never go back to Pocatello.”
